A llfo-siz- o painting of Abraham Lincoln has
hung on tho walls of tho Sonate committee
room on Naval A Hairs for somo months. It
represents thu martyred l'resldent attired In a
black suit ot tho swallow-tal- l style and rostlng
upon a llttlo tablo with a copy of tho Constitu-
tion of tho United Stntos in his hand. Homo of
Lincoln's porsonal frionds say that It is tho
best portrait of him over painted. Senator
Yoorhoes y olTorod u bill, provid-
ing that tho picture bo purchased by
the Government for $15,000, to be hung
in tho Capitol building. Tho artist who painted
the portrait was O. W. K. Travis. Ho was
twenty-liv- e yonrs ago considered by his ac-
quaintances to bo a verv eccentric person, nnd
not much of au artist. Ho was in Washington
In 1SG5, and conceived tho idea of painting :i
portrait ol tho President, but was unsuccessful
In getting any encouragement or the proper In-
troductions. Finally, lie mot Mr. Lincoln on
tho street eue day, and in dospair ad-
dressed him and introduced himself. An
acquaintanceship sprang up and tho
artist secured sevoiul Interviovvs. nnd
sittings ut tho White House. Ho uftorwurd
wont to Europe, painted the picture, nud sold
it to Mr. Webster, thon tho United States Con-
sul at Ernnk tort, it remained at the Consul's
houso till 1870. whon It was taken to the

ut Philadelphia, whore it attracted
much attention. While visiting tho oxDositlon
Mrs. Lincoln saw tho painting tor the first time,
and was so overcome by tho striking likonoss
that sho fainted away. The painting remained
In Memorial Hall until niter Mr. Webstor's
death, a few yours ago, when it becarao the
property ot bis son, who bold it to Morris 11.
Alburgcr, from whom Charles W. Hayes, its
presont owner, rocontly purchased it.

"For muuv weary
months wo nuvor know what It was to feol
warm. Our very marrows seetnod to bo con-
gealed. Wo had nousofornhundkerehiof thero.
Why, for a loug time the only Ilro wo had wus
that which cooked our food. Wo split up a
boat Into splinters no Inrgor than matches.
Ourstovowas made ot a section of stovoplpo.
llnch man. nccotdlng to tho Iron regulations
which wero cnirlod out lor the safety of tho
company, was limited to soven and one-ha- lf

minutes' time in which to cook his food. Tlio
peinmlcnn or walrus blubbei. or whatever It
happened to bo. was put Into a tin dish which
was set on top of the stovo pipe. Thon tho Ilro
wus fed by theso mntchllko pieces of wood. It
was necessary to get up a uulck flume. Mr.
drool- - held the watch, and whon tho allotted
time hnd elapsed the man had to tuko Ids can
away, whether the food was cooked or not.
Hut I got the cooking down line. Somo of tho
poor fellows often had to oat tliolr food raw.
but such was not the c.iso with mo."

Thu Sergeant lookodnt his watch itnpntlcntly,
nnd then glanced out of the window lo seo if
tho doctor v as coming. Thon lio resumed ns
ho saw a soldier taking a chow of tobacco:

"Th ut tobacco looks veiy good, but I vo
tasted bootleg which vviiB bettor. Mnnyapleco
of old bootleg have l masticatod, and dorivod n
good doal of comfort train, too. Hut. speaking
about good things to oat, reminds me of tho
hardtack. It was of such fearful consistency
that vou could not break It witli your boot heel.
Still, ono of our men ollorod t'UQ In grcoiihneks
for ono ot thno buscults. Il waseithor Christ-
mas or New Year's time. I forget which. Any-
how, wo hnd been snving a llttlo out of our
dally allowance of four ounces perhnps an
ounco ono day, and a half ounco tho next dny
until when the holiday camo wo had uullo a
feast. 'Twas then that this offer was made.
Wo looked at tho mun, nt tho money, and nt
our biscuits, nnd then wo each shook our
heads. .Money couldn't replace thoso biscuits,,
hard as thoy were. I don't bcllovo thoro was a
man there who would havo sold his bibcuit
for $500."

The surgeon still delayed his coming, and a
passing truck horso romlnded the Sergeant of
tho Inst polar bear ho shot. Bald ho:

" Tho bear as far away as across
tho street, and about twontyjnrds away was
the water which it wasmnkingfor. 1'redcrli ks,
who was wltii me. llred llr- -t and struck tho
bear in tho foreleg. He still came on, however,
and 1 Hied, putting u ball through ids heart.
Upon that shot depended tho lives of iho party,
for wo had practically nothing to oat. Vou can'
imagine my Icelingswheti 1 situintod along tho
b.urel. with my heart beating so rapidly that

i the gun shook us If it had the palsy and un-
arms trembling with tho hope of getting the
meat and mv fear of nil-si- thoshotl That
shot proved to be our salvation, for alter that
lora period of three months I never shot any-
thing. Out in the water jitst beyond gun-h- ot

vveio thousand-- , of ducks, but wo could not get
to tnem Pecanse wo had no boat. There was
tho k j ack of tho r.siiuimaux. but no ono of
our men dared to eiitor It. because it was so
fiail and leiiuitcd such thill In Its inmiiigu-men- t.

If we had had ono ot thoso White-
hall boats which youc in hire anywhere around
theje docks lor tvvoiitv-llv- o cents an hour wo
would not have hit ked for fuod. Confound that
doctor: whore doe-h- o stay? Speaking about
doctois tominds me that Dr. l'avuy. our physi-
cian, was au excellent iihysiclun. Wo woro
nvvny from camp on one ol our trcituont expe-
ditions, nud Dr. l'avey was ono of the patty.
About fifty miles from the camp I wiibhiiddonly
soiod with frightful crump- -. Tho pain was
intolerable. Wo had some whi-ke- y. but it was
frozen solid. The Ksituiinnu.v, howevor. man-
aged to moll n llttlo ol it with tho aid of home
alcohol. Tho Doctor dlroctod mo to put ten
drops of ammonia Into the whiskey, ns the case
was severe, but instead I put thirty drops
in. I had taken enough to kill a man under
ordinary circumstances, but tho doso only
made me comfortably warm. Then they put
mo in my sleeping bag nnd the L's'iuimaux:
coverod the Han over my head and bat on it all
night. After a while 1 got iiulto warm anu
comfortable."

Thorn ensued a silence of ilvo minutes, dur-
ing which the cltyort'.cers removed an Italian's
upple stand from the coiner.

Tho bitternobsot that living death cannot
b conceived. It Is four sears slneo we woro
rescued, aud still tho memory of It comes to
mo as frosh as If It wero hut vestorduy. As
each man died we prayed thnt it night bo our
turn next. I think tho continual activity ot
my life in search of game was a groat holp
to mo. While in camp all I heard was moan-Ing- s

and gronulngs over our condition, but my
mind was so much employed thnt I had no
tlmo lor regrets, and when tho nightcamel
wns too tired to monn or even to think. When
tho rescuing bunt landed I ran to it and grabbed
up an armful of ctackurs, but thoy vveio ijuiok-l- y

taken away Irom mo, nnd for Ilvo days I was
fed at the rato of ono spoonful an hour. Kveu
this caused mo the most frightful agony in its
assimilation. After the five days, hovvover. I
began to got stronger. Tliov allowed us whis-
key, but wo could not driuk it. Tho sailors
iirolltod by tho whiskey wo could not drink.
Ilut hero eomos thu doctor."

Tho Sergeant disappeared in tho examining
room. Ho Isalierman by birth, und lslHi yenis
old. He lives in Brooklyn with his wife and
two childion. I'.very morning at about 10
o'clock he can bo been nt tho Maritime

Two Hundred nnd Flltv Yean Old, (tad
Once Owned ti- - ,Jnaepb ISrunt.

W.uniiTowT,--, N. V July 27. Sir. Daniel
Mlnthorn. un old resident of this city, has in
his possession a relic which Is vnluablo on ac-

count of Its historic associations. It Is a watch
250 j ears old.whlcli benrs tho mark of Thomas
Llnhniil, maker, who did business in 1'leot
street, London, in tho ear 1G35. It Is of tho
pattern known ns tho " bull's-oyo,- " hits heavy
silver cases, and weighs nearly hnlf n pound.
Btrnngo as it may seem, this nnclent piece
still kcops good tlmo when wound, though it
has not been repaired sinco 1817.

Whon ow Yoik wii" yet a colony of Great
Britain this watch was owned by Sir William
Johnson, to whom it wns presontcd by King
Georgo III, It wns mainly through Johnson's
eiTorts that tho Indians wore Induced to take
up arms against tho colonists In tho Mohawk
valley and elsewhere during tho revolution.
After an alliance hnd been effected Johnson
picsunied tho watch to Joseph Ilrunt, other-
wise known ,is Tlinyondatiega. the Indian
chief, who promised to In in the senilis of
Willie pooplo in relurn lor the gift. Tho bloody
iiuissaciebiit hclienectady and Cherry Valley
billowed, but dmirg that cruel raid llrant lost
hi- - watili, and it fell into tho hands of Lvart

nn liptis, a revolutionary oftlcer. who murriod
Into the Mlnthoi n family.

It does not do
to bring it nnr higher, bocauso no hook is used,
and the crab is merely a captive at will. Tho
socond boy slips a net under it and lands it. A
couploof actlvolads may readily capture two
dozen crabs In an nftornoon. They nre in good
condition and command a fair price.

Catching snapping turtles is loss profitable,
but perhaps more exciting. Tho turtles are
usually about as large as a medium-size- d

man's band, and the boys concoct from them n
greasy, slimy mixture which they call " green
turtle soup." They Invito eaeli other to par-
take of this oleaginous delicacy among tho
reeds und on the marshes, hut tnoy hnvo not
yot succeeded In convincing tho purchasing
part of tho community thnt the small snapping
turtlo Is a valuable article of food.

The llttlo turtle is currently supposed to
swallow tho bait down to Its tall, and a pretty
thorough dissection of Its carcn-- o ib ncces-ar- y

for the recovery of the hook. Tho head, with
Its vicious jaws, is chopped off first to prevent
mischief, and, indeed, ovon after decapitation
tho imolloetunl dopnrtment of the reptile often
seizes its destroyor's band In nn utiguardod
moment, and materially decreases tho sum
total of tho day's nlo.tburo.

Cut-u- p eols are tho best bait for snapping
turtlos, but the gamo is liardly worth the can- -
die, because tho ool Is a better article of diet
than the turtlo. and many lads ubo small
snakes, which aro very plentiful, und havo no
standard value anywliore.

A story is told of a boy who took twelve eels
and wont turtlo llshlngla-- t week. Ho caught
lust a dozon turtles and used all hisoels. Un
his way home ho joined somo boys who were
fishing in a creek for eols. They had no bait to
spare, so lio cut up nil his turtlos and put
